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NATION'S ACCIDENT DEATH TOLL HITS RECORD HIGH OF 106,000

'Gruesome Jamboree' 
Costs $3,700,000,000 


CHICAGO. (A>i — Accidental 
deaths cost the nation 106,000 lives 
in 1937, the National Safety Coun¬ 
cil computed today, including an 
annual all-time high of 39,700 in 
the traffic field. 

Permanently injured were esti¬ 
mated at 375,000, temporarily in¬ 
jured at 9,400,000. 

This "gruesome jamboree of 
carelessness," the council said, 

ran up a bill of $ 3 , 700 , 000 , 000 . 

It was broken down into $2,550,- 
000 000 in wages lost and medical 
expense. $870,000,000 for property 
damage in traffic accidents and 
$ 285 , 000,000 property loss in fires. 
TOIX HIGHER 

Despite a 4 per cent drop from 
1936 in total deaths, the toll was 
higher than for any preceding 
year. Council statisticians attrib¬ 
uted the decrease largely to a mild 
summer which reduced heat deaths 
by approximately 4500. 

An “encouraging phase” was a 
sharp decline in the child accident 
death rate. It plunged 13 per cent 
for children under 15, from 16,200 
deaths in 1936 to 15,000. Adult 
accidental deaths decreased 3 per 
C6nt. 

Major disasters had little effect 
on the grand total. Notable, how¬ 
ever, were the schoolhouse explo¬ 
sion in New London, Tex., in 
March, which claimed 294 lives, 
and the Hindenburg dirigible ex¬ 
plosion, in which 35 passengers 
were lost. 

DEATHS INCREASE 

Traffic deaths increased by 1600 
or 4 per cent, over the coimcil’s 
1936 figure but it was explained 
in part by a 9 per cent increase in 
motor travel. 

On a mileage basis, the motor 
vehicle death rate declined from 
16.6 deaths per 100,000,000 miles 
in 1936 to 15.9. Total reduction 
since 1925 was estimated at 20 
per cent. 

The 1937 traffic death rate per 
100,00.0 population was 30.7 com¬ 
pared with 29.7. The rate was 62 
per cent higher than 1925 and 30 
per cent higher than 1933. 

Traffic accident costs to the na¬ 
tion were estimated at $1,740,000,- 
000—fairly evenly divided between 
property damage on one hand and 
wage losses, medical expenses and 
insurance overhead costs — as 
against $1,640,000,000 in 1936, 
MILWAUKEE TOPS 

Milwaukee, which in 1936 shared 
first honors with New York in 
cities of more than 500,000 popula¬ 
tion, took undisputed top ranking 
in its class with a vehicular traf¬ 
fic death rate of 10.8 per 100,000. 

New York finished second, with 
12.4 and Boston third, with 14.5. 
Beverly, Mass., population 25,500, 
was the largest city which had no 
traffic deaths last year. 

Falls, as usual accounted for 
more accidental deaths than any 
other cause except traffic — ap¬ 
proximately 26,000. 

Burns caused 8000 fatalities, 
drowning 7000, railroad accidents 
(not motor vehicle) 4000, firearms 
3000, gas poison 2000, other 
poisons 2000, and miscellaneous 
causes 15,000.

“We were terribly happy about 
it,” he said. 

Wright said he had his wife go 
to Detroit to visit her mother and 
her daughter, Joan, by a previous 
marriage, and that when he was 
transferred to (Chicago he had tele¬ 
phoned from Cleveland. His wife’s 
mother answered the telephone, he 
said, and told him Evelyn was too 
ill to talk. 

But the defendant was in better 
control of himself again as he told 
of their separation here in Sep¬ 
tember, 1936, over financial trou¬ 
bles. 

ONI,Y SEPARATION 

“It was the only real separation 
we ever had,” he said. 

On questioning by Giesler he 
told of receiving a letter from a 
department store asking about a 
bill “long overdue.” He said it was 
then he discovered his wife had 
accumulated bills approximating 
$1500. , 

“We had considerable discussion 
about it,” said Wright, "and I told 
her we were going on a strict 
budget. She said she could get a 
job and make her own living. The 
upshot was she took a separate 
apartment.” 

Although she obtained work as a 
model, Wright testified, his wife 
received $200 a month from him. 
LOST .JOB 

“She lost it in a month,” he ex¬ 
plained about the job. "She hadn’t 
been used to work and couldn’t 
stand it.” 

He said he saw the baby every 
day and frequently took Mrs. 
Wright to dinner and a movie. 

Q. During that time did you try 
to affect a reconciliation? 

A. Oh, yes. I felt lost while she 
was away. 

Giesler, defense attorney, said 
that before nightfall he hoped to 
have Wright explain to the jury 
what motivated him in shooting 
his wife and John Kimmel, his

SHANGHAI. (^1 —Chinese and 
Japanese armies clashed hand-to- 
hand today in a struggle for the 
190-mile wide corridor separating 
areas Japanese have conquered in 
nearly seven months of undeclared 
warfare. 

The engagements center along 
the southern border of the corri¬ 
dor, at Mingkwang, about 75 miles 
northwest of Nanking. Chinese 
and Japanese reports of the bat¬ 
tle was at odds, with both sides 
asserting they had taken a heavy 
toll of enemy lives. 

Near Mingkwang, on the rail¬ 
way running north from the 
Yangtze river opposite Nanking to 
Tientsin, Chinese told of hurling 
back Japanese after repeated 
bayonet charges against troops re¬ 
inforced with tanks and airplanes. 

Japanese, however, said they 
had pushed Chinese northward 
toward Pengpu, next objective in 
the Japanese drive from Nanking 
toward Suchow, junction point on 
China’s main east-west railway. 

The northern border of the Chi- 
ne.se corridor, in .southern Shan¬ 
tung province north of Suchow. 
apparently was quiet. About a 
half million Chinese and Japanese 
troop.s were massed for the strug¬ 
gle over the area.

Danish artist whose canvases bear the signature Leiulf joins 
north and south with his brush and loops half-way around the world 
then builds studio beside the sea.

East and West may never 
meet, but when North and South 
get together, and the paint flies, 
then there is a different story. 
That is why a Danish artist, paint¬ 
ing under the sign of an old Vi¬ 
king battle axe this winter in 
Balboa, is expressing the Mexican 
scene with a blending of the vital 
and the exotic that could only 
come from the admixture of two 
widely separated climatic back¬ 
grounds. 

The trail of the colorful can¬ 
vases that bear the angular sig¬ 
nature of "Leiulf” goes back to 
the Nordic forefathers, and loops 
half-way around the world before 
it leads to a vagabond year in 
Mexico—and then the peace and 
quiet and the working Interlude 
of Balboa. 

In the beginning there was 
Denmark and a heritage of art, 
for both Leiulf’s mother and his 
mother’s father were artists. As 
a boy he sought to paint, and 
hated school with all the hot urge 
of Viking blood. His father, who 
is still living on Fanoe island, in¬ 
spired his son with the saga of a 
grandfather who won the name 
of "The DevM of the Atlantic” 
in the age of clipper ships. Capt. 
J. P. Clausen’s craft, manned by 
reckless crews, raced before the 
wind to China and Valparaiso and 
over the seven seas in a period 
when competition was un¬ 
restrained and sailing exploits 
were the rule rather than the ex¬ 
ception. 

TOURED ENGLAND, FRANCE 

But it was not to be the lot 
of the grandson to follow the sea. 
At 20 he toured England, France, 
Switzerland and Belgium. Back 
in Denmark, he began his artistic 
career with the restoration of an 
ancient "round church,” whose 
fortifications had preserved it 
from the sea-robbers of stormy 
medieval days. Commissioned to 
redecorate the landmark, he ex¬ 
plored the dusty ridden rooms of 
its fortifications, and found the 
painted-over remains of its first 
pulpit. Its restoration won him a 
citation from the Danish nation¬ 
al historic museum. 

Then Leiulf built himself a stu¬ 
dio beside the sea, where he 
worked until 1923, when he first 
visited the United States, a step 
that marked the beginning of the 
second stage of his artistic ca¬ 
reer. In the years that followed 
he traveled widely, twice return¬ 
ing to Denmark, sometimes turn¬ 
ing his hand to other occupations 
but always heeding the call of the 
brush and palette. 

The summer of 1936 found Leiulf 
painting on his boat, "Rhoda" in 
Long Island sound. There the lure 
of Mexico came to him again. He 
had been below the border before, 
riding through a red revolution 
on the top of a military train, 
en route home from Colombia, 
where he had crossed the moun¬ 
tains to the Magdalena river, and 
Guatemala. But this time It was 
to be different.

He rolled down over the Inter¬ 
national highway from Laredo to 
Mexico City, where he was the 
guest of friends for a while before 
he set out to see the country. He

From the rice country to Guya- 
mas, with a dozen stopping off 
places in between, and from that 
town of beautiful women to Bal¬ 
boa, where there is sea and sun 
and the urge to paint, was the 
closing link of his year below the 
border. He had absorbed the col¬ 
or, the romance and the mystery 
of Mexico. Now the time had 
come to let those elements crys- 
talize and to transfer them to can¬ 
vas. 

CREED IS SIAIPLE 

Leiulf’s creed is simple. He is 
a pagan, holding to the red-blood¬ 
ed gods of Odin and Thor and 
finding in the Viking conception 
of Valhalla is throughly sati.sfac- 
tory heaven to look forward to. As 
for art, he says: 

"Nature, or any part of natui'e, 
is not a finished creation, but 
rather a movement toward one 
which the artist through his gift 
and oneness with the rythym of 
life, can complete and reveal to 
mankind. 

"Great soul—great revelation 1” 

Some day he is going to paint 
Rollo, Viking Duke of Norman¬ 
dy, in a conception he has long 
had in mind, of the conflict be¬ 
tween Valhalla and heaven in the 
soul of that early pagan-Chris- 
tian. 

In the meantime the brilliant 
color that is Mexico glows in 
Leiulf’s Balboa studio. He is ar¬ 
ranging now to have his boat 
shipped from Long Island to New¬ 
port bay. Before long now he 
hopes to fit out a bigger boat fur 
a studio-home, and roam the seas 
with the careless freedom of his 
Viking ancestors. 

And .some day Balboa may boast 
of having been the home of a 
Viking artist who painted Mexico.

Orange county citrus growers, 
faced with the necessity of install¬ 
ing new orchard heater equip¬ 
ment under the county’s recent 
anti-smudge ordinance, today 
abandoned hopes of Mtting up 
electrical heating outfits. 

The Division of Agricultural 
Engineering, University of Califor¬ 
nia, in a report to Farm Advisor 
Harold E. Wahlberg, said the proj¬ 
ect was "not feasible.” A thousand 
kilowatts per acre of electrical 
energy would be necessary to heat 
groves, the report .said—about 10 
times the amount practicable. 

The division pointed out that a 
third of the citrus acreage of the 
state now is equipped with heat¬ 
ers, another third may be in the 
near future and the remainder 
does not need any heating equip¬ 
ment. 

In January. 1937. approximately 
85.000 acres were heated to pre¬ 
vent frost damage, using 2,000,- 
000 barrels of fuel oil, and 17,000 
tons of solid fuel. Cost of this 
heating was approximately $7,000,- 
000, with a financial saving of 
about $60,000,000. Damage from 
frost was estimated at between 
$6,000,000, and $7,000,000. 

Wahlberg warned that grow¬ 
ers were "slow to throw away 
old heaters and purchase new,” 
although smokeless equipment now 
is available. The college of agri¬ 
culture is conducting a series of 
research tests on its Riverside 
campus to perfect this equipment, 
he said.

We Don’t Want State Constabulary 

There’s a smattering of agitation on to turn our 
State Highway Patrol into a state constabulary—a roving 
police and detective force the idea for which originated 
in Pennsylvania. 

The plan is to merge the patrol and the State Bureau 
of Criminal Identification and to give the combined units 
full police authority. 

County peace officers, who are on record against a 
state constabulary, can be counted upon to fight this idea 
which would give the taxpayer just one more enlarged 
police group to support. 

Instead of crippling the Highway Patrol by imposing 
new duties, why not consider the advice of the Automobile 
Club of Southern California to place the patrol directly 
under the new State Highway and Traffic Safety com¬ 
mission ? 

If the groups that are beating the drums for a state 
constabulary are really interested in crime prevention, 
they have plenty to do in the big cities like Los Angeles.

And-Or Takes the Count 

Our hero for today is Dep. Mayor Henry H. Curran 
of New York City. He has dealt “and-or” a knockout blow. 

Mr. Curran, sitting in for Mayor La Guardia at a 
board of estimate meeting, went into action when he came 
to a proposal for an issue of “forty years corporate stock 
and-or serial bonds’’ for a new school site. 

“This ‘and-or’ is not English, but merely a mathe¬ 
matical device, and not even a good mathematical device,’’ 
he said. “It’s worse than sloppy—it’s meaningless. I move 
to amend the proposal to read ‘corporate stock, or serial 
bonds, or both.’ That’s good English.’’ 

Motion seconded and carried. And thereby was ac¬ 
complished a reform that is a reform. For, as the learned 
Justice Chester A. Fowler of the Wisconsin supreme court 
asserted not long ago, “and-or” is a— 

“ . . . befuddling, nameless thing, a Janus-faced ver¬ 
bal monstrosity, neither word nor phrase, the child of a 
brain of someone too lazy or too dull to know what he 
did mean, now commonly used by lawyers in drafting legal 
documents, through carelessness or ignorance or as a cun¬ 
ning device to conceal rather than express the meaning.” 

Justice Fowler and Dep. Mayor Curran have strack 
at the root of a lot of our trouble—namely the confusion 
caused by the language used by lawyers, or law-makers, 
or both.

Last summer George Spelvin de¬ 
cided to get away from it aii and 
therefore rented a iittie piace in 
the country and moved up, taking 
aiong Emma, the coiored woman, 
who fluffs up the piiiows and runs 
the vacuum and does the cooking 
in the Speivins’ iove nest in town, 
to do the same up there. They 
had a good time, siept weii to the 
music of the crickets, saw severai 
rabbits and, they hope, a deer, ai- 
though it might have been a 
neighbor's Great Dane, and re¬ 
turned to town fit for the fray, 
as Daie Carnegie might say. 

There had been no mishap to 
mar their enjoyment of the woods 
and fieids except one aimost for¬ 
gotten incident iast Juiy when 
Emma, on her day off, went out to 
gather some wiid. flowers, siipped 
on a rock, grabbed a mapie 
sapiing to save herseif from fail¬ 
ing, and spi’ained her thumb. It 
hurt a little that night, so Mr. 
Spelvin drove her over to the doc¬ 
tor, who gave her a bag of pills 
which she was to take every hour 
on the hour. If not relieved she 
was to return for an X-ray. The 
thumb was no worse next day, but 
it was still sore, so Mr. Spelvin 
thought it would be a wise pre¬ 
caution to have the X-ray to see 
if it was broken. It wasn’t broken, 
however—just sprained—and the 
bill was $5 for the pills and $8 
for the X-ray, a total of $13, which 
he paid. 

U. S. C’B.4CKS DOWN 

Neither Emma nor the .Speivins 
gave it another thought until a 
short time before Thanksgiving, 
when Mr. Spelvin received a lai'ge 
and formidable official form from 
the state industrial commission 
and a letter calling him to time 
for failure to report an industrial 
accident on his place. The form 
had dozens of blanks to be filled 
in. What was the nature of the 
industry? Were there any un¬ 
protected saws, belts or lathes in 
his plant, what kind of explosives 
were used in his business, and was 
he properly licensed to use the 
same, if any ? Was there any 
emergency hospital on his prem¬ 
ises and was there a physician in 
constant or periodical attendance 
or on call, and was there a reg¬ 
istered nurse on full time? On 
the day of the mishap to Emma 
he had failed to make proper noti¬ 
fication to the department of 
labor, a neglect of seriou.s view, 
and would he sec Section G, para¬ 
graph 4, sub-section (A), relating 
to penalties for failure to comply 
with the provisions of the work¬ 
men’s compensation act ? What 
wzis the cause of the accident on 
his premises? Structural defect? 
Mechanical breakdown ? Explo- 
•sion? V/ere all the injured given 
immediate first aid? Had any 
lives been lost or limbs blown, torn 
or lopped off, and where had Mr. 
Spelvin buried his dead, if any? 

Mr. Spelvin saw that there was 
a little misapprehension, and, after 
consulting Emma, who had com¬ 
pletely forgotten her sprained 
thumb, threw aside the form and 
wrote the commission a letter, 
stating, in effect, “cook sprained 
thumb picking wild flowers on day 
off. No explosion. No fire. No 
dead.” 

PARTY GETS ROUGH 

Other forms arrived and Mr. 
Spelvin ignored them until a 
couple of week ago, when he re¬ 
ceived a rather nasty letter and 
another form. The letter warned 
jiim not to trifle with the work¬ 
men's compensation law. 

This time Mr. Spelvin lost his 
temper and wrote in enormous 
printed letters on the form in that 
space reserved for general re¬ 
marks; — “Cook sprained thumb 
picking wild flowers on day off.” 

He thought he had been rather 
clever in his sarcasm, but last 
week there comes to him another 
communication from the commis¬ 
sion. He is summoned to appear 
at a hearing at 10 a. m. in Room 
1322 of the labor department, 
bringing all pertinent books, 
papers and records and all wit¬ 
nesses to the disaster at his plant 
last July, failing which he will be 
subject to prosecution and, on con¬ 
viction, to a heavy fine and long 
imprisonment. 

At this point Mr. Spelvin 
thought he would call up some¬ 
body, so he looked in the tele¬ 
phone book, got the number of 
the commission, and told the girl 
on the switchboard that he wanted 
to discuss the industrial accident 
with someone who had sufficient 
grasp and authority to advise him 
well. She .said, “Wait a minute,” 
and presently a man’s voice said, 
"Hello, What’s your trouble?” 

”My cook,” said Mr. Spelvin, 
"last summer she sprained her 
thumb picking wild flowers on her 
day off. No explosives. No lathes 
or unprotected saws. Just wild 
flowers on her day off. Slipped 
and sprained her thumb. Now I 
am summoned to a hearing with 
all books, papers and records and 
witnesses. Can you advise me?” 

"Oh, don’t pay no attention to 
It,” the man said. 

"But they say I can be fined and 
imprisoned,” Mr. Spelvin said. 

"Don’t pay no attention,” said 
the man. “It’s only a matter of 
form. Just don’t pay no attention. 
Just ignore it. It’s you know, it’s 
the law, like.”
